However, it is 
suggested^ that any contacts you have vdth this Committee or its representatives 
be most courteous as it is quite possible that an Un-American Activities Com¬ 
mittee in the State of Washington, if properly staffed and operated, should 
produce some good results.

MR. CANWELL, who was elected as a member of the Washington State 
House of Representatives, was former-lg^e Deputy Sh€riff in the Spokane County 
Sheriff** Office. I have been advised by the Resident Agents at Spokane that 
MR. CANWELL is one of the beet Deputy Sheriffs and probably the best investi¬ 
gating officer that was ever employed in the Spokane County Sheriff 1 fl Office. 

MR. CANWELL personally' called at this office and advised he desired 
to himself known. It is noted that I had previously met MR.- CANWELL while 

he was still a member of the Spokane County Sheriff’s Offioe, however, I did 
not become well acquainted with him. He advised his Committee plans to proeeed 
slowly and that contrary to accusations appearing in the "New World" the Committee 
is definitely not embarking, on * "witch hunt." He further stated his connection 
with this Coanittee was bajedL j e m a sincere belief that some action should be 
taken in regard to the Communist situation in the State of Washington and 
further that the persons formerly under consideration for the post he holds 
had had no prior investigative experience of any type and that one or two 
of such individual* were probably interested in becoming Chairman of this 
Committee in order to obtain considerable publicity in various Washington 
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paper*, CWTfELL states he does not anticipate asking preee releases concerning 
various types of Gonsnunist activities until such tiaa as the Committee has 
definite proof and Us able to back up any statements that sight be made. 

He stated there were several sources of information available to his Committee 
throughout the state and that so far considerable information had been obtained 
in regard to general Communist activity. 

*® - CANWELL confidentially advised that the Committee's chief action 
will be to make a complete and thorough investigation of allegations that the 
Universi ty o f Washington has on its payroll professors and instructors who ars 
either Communists or who disseminate Conmunlst propaganda and theories. He 
stated he believed this was the practical place to begin inasmuch as tte 
State Legislature has some control over the paya»nt of salaries to individuals 
employed by the University and they could, therefore, take some action based 
on the facts obtained during their investigation. MR. CANWELL stated this 
Committee definitely was not interested in bona-fide labor activities but 
would seek to identify and make known any Communists wto might be associated 
with any labor movements. 

MR. CANWELL Inquired as to what information, if any, he might 
obtain from this office and I of course advised him that our files and records 
were confidential and could not be disclosed to outside agencies even though 
his Committee was an authorized committee of the State of Washington. MR. 
CANWELL stated he surmized as much in view of hie prior connections with law 
enforcement but was making the inquiry as more or less of a routine matter. 

He further stated he was contacting various persons in an effort to obtain 
ideas and would appreciate any suggestions this office might have to make 
from time to time concerning the procedures and activities of his Committee. 

He specifioAly stated he did not want the activities of his Committee to 
interfere in any way with any matters of interest to this office. I assured 
MR. CANWbLL that if any matters came to njy attention which migjtxt conflict 
with some of our activities I w>uld get in touch with him. MR. CANWELL also 
offered to furnish this office with any information we might be interested in 
that is developed by his Committee. I was ijqpressed with MR. CANWELL 1 S 
sincerity and feel that if the Committee proceeds on the basis outlined to me 
their work will be extremely beneficial to the State of Washington. 

MR. CANWELL stated he contemplates visiting Washington, D. C. in the 
near future and plans to stop at the Bureau in order to obtain any suggestions 
that might be of benefit in conducting the business of his Committee. He 
also stated he plans to visit the Attorney General and also to contact the 
HouWe Un-American Activities Committee. I offered to explain the filing 



system of this office to MR, CANWELL, however he advised that time did not 
permit but that he would subsequently be in touch with this office. 

The above is being furnished for the information of the Bureau, 
particularly in view of MR. CANWELL*S contemplated trip to Washington, D. C. 
within the next few days.

The chairman said every Investi¬ 
gator employed has had many 
years’ experience in the type of 
work he will do for the commit¬ 
tee. Every one, he added, has been 
sought for the Job by the commit¬ 
tee because of this experience. 

“The people of this state,” said 
Canwell, “can expect a fully pro¬ 
fessional job from its committee. 
We shall report from time to 
time on our stewardship. Obvi¬ 
ously we can not at this time 
make public the results of our 
investigation to date. The facts 
will be brought Into the -open at 
the proper time." 

Canwell emphasized that the 
committee is operating on a strict¬ 
ly bipartisan basis. 

Both he, a Republican, house 
member from Spokane, and Thomas 
Bienz, Democratic state senator 
have been devoting the major pari 
of their time to committee work 
without recompense except for 
necessary expenses, he explained. 

“I am pointing this- out," said J 
Canwell, “because the Communist 
line has been to create distrust 
and suspicion on a party basis 
and try to sell the idea that the 
committee has been set up for 
political purposes. Nothing could 
be farther from the facts." 
SINGLE PURPOSE 
Bienz concurred in Canwell’p ob¬ 
servations. 

"As a Democrat/' said the sen¬ 
ator, “1 want to make it abso- 
lutely clear that the only interest 1 
of thla committee is to expose to , 
the people of this country the 
full extent of the subversive ac¬ 
tivities that arc being carried on 
In the- state of Washington to 
the detriment of the national de¬ 
fense and for the weakening of 
public confidence In our form of 
government." 

Both Canwell and Bienz said the 
entire committee Is seriously con¬ 
cerned over the ‘'astounding" find¬ 
ings if its Investigative staff, lim¬ 
ited (hough the latter has been, 
"jhere is not the slightest 
douft,” they asserted, “that a 
thoroughly organized and shrewd¬ 
ly directed Communist under¬ 
ground is operating in the state 
of Washington on orders from 
Moscow. We shall offer proof of 
this at the proper time." 

Both Canwell and Bienz scored 
so-called Communist fellow-travel¬ 
ers who. they said, gave an appar¬ 
ent cloak of patriotic intention to 
actual subversive work. 

"Although some of these fel¬ 
low travelers are In high places,” 
said Canwell, "they -are nothing 
short of hoodlums and we are 
regarding them as such. 

“The committee Is making no 
distinction between a Communist 
and a fellow traveler vyhen they 
work at the same job and at¬ 
tempt to accomplish the Identical 
purpose — destruction of the 


American form of government In 
the interests or the Soviet dicta¬ 
torship." 

The two committeemen said fre¬ 
quent attempts have been made by 
Communists to ferret out commit¬ 
tee activities by sending their 
workers and sympathizers to the 
armory headquarters ostensibly to 
"give" information. 

“We can smell them a mile 
off," said Canwell, “and they 
have found they're wasting their 
time." 

He cited several Instances In 
which such visitors left the com¬ 
mittee headquarters In chagrin 
after having their entire subver¬ 
sive record read to them, a chapter 
and verse." 

New additions to the investigat-. 
ing staff, it was announced, are 
Aaron R. Coleman, who leaves the;

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The Taft-Hartley Act, the sentencing of DENNIS, EISLLR, the 
rise of the lynch terror in the south, and many other things 
simply means that temporarily, the forces of reaction have 
broken through on the common front, .don't know the main 
issues..,.what is the best way to get on the offensive?

Day demonstration against the Taft-Hartley Act, The feeble c 
excuses of the leaders of the AFL are bankrupt leader excuses. 
I mean what's hitting the people of England, can also hit 
the people of America shortly. These leaders do not realize 
that now is the time to do something. A final point; As the 
struggle sharpens, it will be more and more the Communist 
Party who will give the answers for Labor and the common 
people to check the reactionaries, and go over to a counter¬ 
offensive, Every left wing organization ia facing difficult¬ 
ies . I meet more leaders of other organizations and they are 
having low attendance at meetings and other problems, Ue have 
to supply the answers, and the ways and means of correction, 

Ue had a National Committee meeting, a District 
meeting, and a board meeting lasting 30 hours,in two sessions 
to discuss the present situation and try to to analyze the 
needs of our Party at the present time...,Due to certain pro¬ 
blems on district leadership, a major reassignment is to take 
place. This w as in cl ose accord with the National Committee 
whfere Comrade | explained the functions of the Party in 

Europe , and the methods used by the under-ground in Europe 
which we will discuss some day-not that we are going under¬ 

ground. They learned these things under fire not vjith blue¬ 
prints. In those countries where the party went underground, 
where comrades gave up home and families, they built a new, 
mass Party, and they emerged a mass party. 

Let's take this experience..reduction of the 
size of clubs to 15 members, and thereby strengthening the 
leadership and contacts within the clubs..almost four weeks 
since the district committee meeting, and it was necessary 
for me to to report the results of that meeting, and call 
that meeting! ,e have already established greater effeciency 
in District leadership: some comrades were misfits and were 
given assignments they were better fitted for.

The Comrades working full time have to eat. ile've been post¬ 
poning pay-days, we’re going to overcome it; the danger is, 
that the whole Party’s operation is jeapordized.

| j opened the meeting giving the status of the 

Central Section, which he said was very poor. He then 
introduced HEINIE HUFF, who gave the main report. 


HUFF referred to this time as the worst period of the 
Communist Party. He stated that it was at its lowest 
ebb in its history in this country. "Never have we had 
a 25 per cent dues payment and (in the) RFF (Red Fighting 
Fund). It is only a bout half funished and here it is 
the last of August, We blame it on vacations and a host 
of other things. But it is not just one thing—it is a 
lot of things. It is true that reaction has made some 
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very definite gains and it has had some effect on some 
of oar people. But this is only temporary. We have had 
some stunning blows. This calls for the strengthening 
of our party—the building of our party. With all the 
seemingly disorganization or slackening up or our party, 
we are not really slackening up* We are adjusting our¬ 
selves and brasing ourselves for a real fight. 

"Organizationally.in the District, since changes have been 
made, there never was more unity nor more pleasing 
working relationships as there exists today. The changes 
were really for the best. 

"I want to say, Comrades, that we can build our Party, 

We have been lying down on the job, I'll be willing to 
bet that not one of us has done the recruiting we could 
do. Our party could easily be doubled in size and 
more if we would just half try. That includes myself as 
well. I have recruited a few members but I know it should 
have been 10 or 12 or 20, 


"Our dues control' and RFF quotas could be met if we 
try. 

"Your section organizer cannot do these things himself; 
you. ha ve to h elp him. You have worked your organizers 
sick. | | is so worried and worked down until he 

is really sick. When he looks at the board and sees a 
25 per cent dues payment and a 50 per cent control 
and 20 per cent RFF he worries. Let's correct this 
condition, Comrades, by going out and doing a real 
job—the job we have got to do. 


"We are a vanguard party, but if we don't carry out 
organizational responsibilities we will not be able to

The Committee intends to conduct hearings in the near future to 
show the Communist Party infiltration and control of the Vhshington Old 'ge 
Pension Union. These hearings will bring out primarily the financial con¬ 
tributions made by the Old Age, Pension Union to the CP and its front o rganiza¬ 
tions. It was pointed out that a star wi tness in this hearing will be | |

number of checks w hich have already been photostated evidencing larve paymen ts 
of money to the CPl I 


The above mentioned hearing will be followed at a later date by a 
hearing on the activities of the North-vest District CP. This will deal 
primarily with the top functionaries of the District. Mr. CAN.jALL stated 
that he lias in his possession photostats of hundreds of CP membership cards 
and oilier documentary evidence. In addition he stated that persons are 
coining into his office daily revealing that they have been members of the CP 
but now desire to keep their skirts clean and furnish any information they 
night possess. All this evidence is being tabulated end organized, and will 
be used at the hearings. It is the plan of Mr. CAihAALI. to put on a complete 
and detailed evidence to establish beyond a doubt the CP membership and 
activities of the various functionaries of the Northwest District. 


Unlike the recent hearings in Washington D. C., the persons named 
will not be subpoenaed or compelled to testify. They will be invited by 
letter to attend the hearings, and. will be called to'testify after complete 
evidence has been submitted showing their CP affiliations. The witness will 
then be asked if he desires to make a statement as to whether or not he is a 
member of the CP. However, he will be under no compulsion to answer, and 
will not be compelled to even appear. It is felt that in this manner there 
is little likelihood that these individuals will become martyr a. and 1 tha t ... ^ 
possibly they will be thrown off-base in preparing to djefend their position

or eight months from now, hearings will be held s?iuuing the CP membership 
and affiliations of persons in the educational field* These hearings 
will be prefaced by evidence showing that the important leaders do not 
hold OF membership cards, arid that CP membership cards are not necessary 
evidence of CP membership. He pointed out ttu-t one former leader of the 
CP can testify that he was informed by the chairman of the Northwest 
district that he could not have a CP membership card because that was 
responsible for the imprisonment of the old "wobblys 11 after the 1st World 
War. Evidence will then be produced to show how these individuals in the 
educational field follow the CP line and their connections Tilth tlje CP. 

Idr. CAIA7ELL also advised that he 'had just returned from Washington 
JJ. C. where he had a conference with the Attorney General ox the United 
States. Mr. CLaAK promised Mr. CAKUELL complete cooperation and expressed 
a desire to be ox assistance to Mr* CArW/MLL’S committee. The latter ad¬ 
vised that he did not know how sincere GLhAK was in his expression of 
cooperation, but would soon put this to test.

Be It Further Resolved, That the committee hereby created in exercising the powers and 
performing the functions vested in it by this resolution shall have: (I) All the powers con¬ 
ferred upon legislative committees by chapter 6, Laws of 1895 and chapter 33, Laws of 1897; 
(II) except when inconsistent with this resolution, all the powers conferred upon committees 
by the rules of the House of Representatives, the rules of the Senate, and the joint rules of the 
Senate and House of Representatives as they are enacted and amended from time to time 
and such rules are hereby incorporated herein and made a part hereof the same as if they were 
set forth in this resolution in full; (III) all powers necessary or convenient to accomplish the 
objects and purposes of this resolution, including but not limited to the following duties and 
powers: 

(1) To employ and fix the compensation of a secretary and such clerical, legal, expert and 
technical assistants as it may deem necessary, and to lease, rent or buy such supplies and 
facilities as may be required; 

(2) The chairman shall have authority to create subcommittees from its membership, 
assigning to the subcommittee any study, inquiry, investigation or hearing which the com¬ 
mittee itself has authority to undertake or hold, and the subcommittee for the purpose of this 
assignment shall have and exercise all of the powers conferred upon the committee limited 
by the express terms of the resolution or resolutions of the latter defining the powers and duties 
of the subcommittee, which powers may be withdrawn or terminated at any time by the com¬ 
mittee; 

(3) To adopt and from time to time amend such rules governing its procedure (including 
the fixing of its own quorum and the number of votes necessary to take action on any matter) 
as may to it appear appropriate; 

(4) To contract with such other agencies, public or private, as it deems necessary for the 
rendition and affording of such services, facilities, studies and reports to the committee as 
will best assist it to carry out the purposes for which it is created; 

(5) To hold public hearings at any place in the State of Washington at which hearings 
the people are to have an opportunity to present their views to the committee; 

(6) To make a complete study, survey and investigation of every phase of the subject of 
this resolution, including but not limited to the operation, effect, administration, enforcement, 
and needed revision of any and all laws in anywise bearing upon or relating to the subject 
of this resolution; 

(7) To meet at any and all places in this state, in public or executive session; 
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(8) To act during this session of the legislature, including any recess hereof, and after 
final adjournment hereof until commencement of the thirty-first legislature; 

(9) To file a report with the thirty-first legislature; 

( 10 ) To summon and subpoena witnesses, require the production of papers, books, ac¬ 
counts, reports, documents, and records of every kind and description; to issue subpoenas and 
to take all necessary means to compel the attendance of witnesses and procure testimony; to 
pay fees and traveling expenses of witnesses to insure their attendance, if necessary; 

(11) To cooperate with and secure the cooperation of county, city, city and county and 

other local enforcement agencies in investigating any matter within the scope of this resolu¬ 
tion, and to direct the sheriff of any county to serve subpoenas, orders, and other process 
issued by the committee; and 

(12) To do any and all other things necessary or convenient to enable it fully and 
adequately to exercise its powers, perform its duties, and accomplish the objects and purposes 
of this resolution; and m case of disobedience on the part of any witness to comply with 
any subpoena issued by the committee or on the refusal of any person to testify regarding 
any matter on which he may be lawfully interrogated, the superior court of any county, 
or the judge thereof, on application of the committee, shall compel compliance by proceedings 

for contempt, as in the case of disobedience of the requirements of a subpoena issued from such

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INVESTIGATING COMMITTEES and CIVIL 'RIGHTS 



The last session of the Washington State Legislature passed 
House Concurrent Resolution Ho* 10, setting up an investigating 
committee, for the purpose of investigating and obtaining facts 
concerning individuals and organizations who?'' sctivities are con¬ 
sidered by the committee to be "subversive". 

Everyone should familiarize himself with the nature of the 
particular committee, and with the powers and duties of investi¬ 
gating committees in general. 

I• INVESTIGATING COMMITTEES, IN GENERAL, AND THE 
STATE OF WASHINGTON INVESTIGATING COMM ITTEE: 

1. An investigating committee set up by a legislature, for 
the purpose of determining facts to assist the legislature In 
writing legislation and which acts in good faith, according to 
established procedure and within the defined and limited authority 
set out in the resolution establishing the committee, is a lawful 
investigating- committee* 

2. The committee set up by H.R. #10 has no defined and 
limited authority, but It Is given broad, unlimited authority to 
investigate and interpret all facts concerning any individual or 
group or organization whose activities- are considered by the com¬ 
mittee to be "subversive". Further, the resolution setting up 
the committee admits that the activities which are condemned are 
those being carried out under the protection of the Bill of Rights 
which can only mean that the legislature believed it necessary to 
interfere with the people 1 s -constitutional guarantees of freedom 
of speech, press, religion and the right to peacefully petition 
the government* It is believed that this makes the committee 
clearly unconstitutional. 

3. The Investigating committee set up by H.R. #10, is em¬ 
powered by the resolution to act while the legislature is not in 
session. There is considerable doubt whether any committee has 
a lawful right to act while the legislature is not in session, 
but it is not known what our courts might decide on this point. 

ll. The resolution attempts to grant to the committee and 
to the courts the right to obtain search warrants without author¬ 
ity of law, and the power to demand assistance, information, rec¬ 
ords and documents from all of the various governmental depart¬ 
ments and the power to compel compliance v/ith its orders by re¬ 
questing a court injunction. These powers can only be granted by 
statute, and attempts to exercise these powers will probably be 
found unlawful. 

A referendum on the resolution was denied on the basis that 
the resolution was not a law, and that any part of the resolution 
granting powers not already held by any legislative committee 
would be unconstitutional. 
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:i. THE POWER OP THE LEGISLATIVE INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE 
AND A CITIZEN 1 S ATTITUDE TOWARDS SUCH A COMMITTEE. 


A legislative investigating committee cannot try anyone, or 
find anyone guilty of any act, nor can it by Itself punish anyone, 
even for contempt. That is the sole province of the entire legis 
lature and of the courts. Its purpose Is to investigate the mat¬ 
ters referred to It, in a lawful manner, and to report back the 
result of its investigations, together with recommendations for 
legislation. Committees which go beyond this, act unlawfully. 

It would seem obvious that under the terms of H.R. #10, this 
committee is not a legal legislative committee, primarily because 
its main purpose is to interfere with the people 1 s right of free 
speech and political organization. Therefore, this committee 
should be fought in the legislatures, in the courts"and before the 
people . 

Legislative committees are organs of the government, and ma; 
be declared constitutional by the courts, - at least with respect 
to some of their activities - and this is also true of the Wash¬ 
ington State committee. Individuals should not, of their own wil' 
and on their own decision, refuse to obey legal process of the 
committee, and should immediately contact their union or other or¬ 
ganization , in the event the commitfcee, or its agents contact "them 
in any way. This is for your own protection against malicious 
attack. In the last analysis, the illegality of this committee 
will be established through the people. In order that all persons 
will know when their rights are violated, and what to do in such 
cases, the following points should be noted: 

A. The Committee Itself . 

1. An investigating committee has no power to compel 
any person to appear before It, except in an official session and 
then only after service of a proper subpoena. 

2. No books, records or other documents need be pro¬ 
duced, unless a proper subpoena has been Issued and served, de¬ 
scribing in detail the books, records, etc., to be produced. 

5* Neither the committee nor its agents have any right, 
without permission, to enter any home or organization, office or 
meeting place, to examine any persons, or documents, or to hold 
any sessions there. The power of any committee in respect to sue); 
places is limited to the sending of a representative for the pur¬ 
pose of serving a subpoena and nothing more . 

1]., Generally speaking, members of a legislative commit¬ 
tee, in carrying out their official duties, are Immune from sland¬ 
er and libel actions. This immunity does not extend to state¬ 
ments issued to the press, or broadcasts over the radio, or made 
elsewhere, when not made in the course of a hearing or a 3 part of 
the official duty.

B, The subpoena . 

1. A subpoena is a written demand, officially made ovi 
by a court, legislative body or other lawful authority, command-^ 
ing that person to appear before the court or body at a specif: co 
time and place, to give evidence. 

2* The subpoena must call for an appearance at a ses¬ 
sion of the committee or sub-committee. It may not legally call 
for an appearance beore an agent of the committee. 

5* The witness must be personally banded the subpoena. 
Service by mail, or leaving it at his office is not legal service 
and does not require appearance. 

Ip, Sufficient time for allowance of the witness to ap¬ 
pear at the committee session, or for the production of records 
must be given. 

Sometimes legislative committee subpoenas call for ah 
appearance 11 forthwith.", without designating any particular hour 
or place for appearance. The validity of this kind of subpoena 
is questionable 5 legal counsel should be immediately sought if 
there is any question in the mind of a person receiving such a su 
poena, or advise the committee of a willingness to appear at a 
time to be arranged. 


"Forthwith 1 * subpoenas have been used, in effect, as war 
rants of arrest, and as warrants for the seizure of documents. 

This use is illegal. It may be resisted in the same fashion as 
any other unlawful seizure of property or person. 

No exact statement can be made as to what is a reason¬ 
able length of time to answer a subpoena. In general, however, 
any time which is insufficient to afford the person subpoenaed 
opportunity to obtain and consult counsel before answering the sub 
poena is unreasonable. In dealing with a hostile cotnmittee, it 
should be the duty of every witness to obtain competent advice 
before appearing in answer to the subpoena. 

Any violation by the committee of this rule, which de¬ 
prives a person of reasonable time, should be protested first to 
the committee, if possible by communication or wire, received be¬ 
fore the time the witness is required to appear, and if that is 
not possible, by a verbal protest to the committee, accompanied 
by an insistence on an extension of time until counsel can be ob¬ 
tained by the witness, 

5 . Documents or records subpoenaed must be listed and 
described, giving definite notice of just what is wanted. Only 
documents or records so specifically described need be produced. 

6 . Necessary expense for personal appearance and trans¬ 
portation costs to the place of the committee's session, and main¬ 
tenance for the period the witness is required to stay at the 




nlace of hearing, must be furnished. Generally speaking, thee , 
fees are paid after the witness has appeared and testified, ilie ^ 
may properly be demanded in advance, if the witness does not have 
available funds for the necessary expenditures, lou are entitles 
to a witness fee of at least $2.00 a day and vour transportation 
cost, or mileage to the place where the committee is meeting, in 
advance, b ut only if you demand them . 

7, Only those documents and records which are actually 
under the control of the witness and actually in existence at the 
time of the service of the subpoena 
inquiry, may be properly called for 


and ^.hich are pertinent to th 
in a subpoena. 


The subpoenaed documents need only be produced at com¬ 
mittee or sub-committee sessions and are not subject to either 
preliminary examination, or to examination not in tae presence ox 

the witness* 

8. A subpoena does not give the person serving it the ^ 
power, under any cir c umstances , to seize any documents or rocor n; 
it may require only that the documents be produced by the witness , 
at the time stated in the subpoena. 

9. Objections to any subpoena should be made first to 
the committee, and competent legal advice should be sought, 

10. Since "un-American, or subversive cctivltles com¬ 
mittees" are invariably hostile to civil rights and democratic 
procedures, a witness will not ordinarily appear voluntarily be¬ 
fore such a committee. A voluntary appearance should never be 
made until after a full discussion with your organization or unio. 
and the obtaining of competent legal advice. Wit' esses 

voluntary appearances for such committees have found that only 
portions of their testimony, or excerpts of their_documents are 
used by the committee, in order that a false or misleading im- 
pression may be made. 


C. Investigating Committee agents .

Usually, the sole purpose of preliminary questioning by 
a committee agent is to obtain information or statements that ),ay 
later be used to trap the individual who is questioned, 
persons will pursue a wise polic y if they refuse to di 3 cus_s 
thing with such~an agent, no matter how fr iendly hilTmanner-jiiay; 


seem. 
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A receipt, preferably itemized in detail, should be ob¬ 
tained from the agent, of all documents, if any, delivered. 

2. Participation in investigations is entirely volun¬ 
tary, unless a proper subpoena has been received, and any person 
having started such participation, may withdraw from it whenever 
he pleases. His refusal to continue or to answer any of the ques¬ 
tions, or to produce any further documents is entirely lawful and 
does not subject him to any possibility of lawful punishment. 

3* Any person volunteering information should insist ‘n 
advance that a stenographic record be token a :d that a copy be 
made available to him. Such conditions are £ nerally accepted and 
sometimes not fulfilled, and therefore, volunteering of inform¬ 
ation will ordinarily be strictly avoided. 

D. Procedure at hearings . 

It has already been pointed out that the witness can on¬ 
ly be compelled to appear at official sessions of the committee or 
sub-committee, and should only testify at such official session. 
The following additional facts should be borne in minds 

1, The witness should insist on being represented by 
counsel but he should not refuse to testify on that ground alone. 
If he has counsel, he may confer with counsel at ?ly stage of the 
hearing, even after each question, if he desires. 

2, The strict rules of evidence will not be followed, 
and the witness must answer all questions, except those which are 
beyond the scope of the committee’s inquiries. Probably most of 
the questions by this committee will be improper, but a person 
should not unnecessarily run the risk of a citation for contempt 
without competent advice, 

3 , Documentary evidence should be prepared in advance 
and offered for the record. An organization, for example, should 
be prepared with written statements of its aims, purposes and 
activities and may be prepared to offer copies of its official 
publications. 

A witness should not absolutely refuse to testify 
before the committee. In other words, when properly subpoenaed 
and required to testify under subpoena, the witness should answer 
all proper questions asked of him. 

In this connection, every witness should bear In mind 
the oath which he takes, ”.• to tell the truth, the whole truth 
and nothing but the truth.” In appearing before a hostile invest¬ 
igating committee, a witness should answer proper questions asked 
him fully, frankly and unequivocally. For example, the answer rT I 
don’t know,” may be misleading or equivocal under certain circum¬ 
stances, and a witness answering under oath that he does not know, 
when the subject of the question is something that is or should 
be within his knowledge, may subject him to a charge of perjury. 
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Perjury is a felony and a most serious offense and no witness, un¬ 
der any circumstances whatsoever, should run the risk of giving 
perjured testimony or even testimony that is misleading in such 
a way that might make possible a complaint of perjury. 

On the other hand, no witness can be required to become 
a stool-pigeon or to disclose private matters concerning political 
affiliations or beliefs. In the State of Washington, the privacy 
of political franchise is guaranteed by lav/, and no witness can 
be compelled to, or should testify as to his own political affil¬ 
iations or those of his friends or acquaintances. 

Since the entire purpose of committoes such as the one 
under discussion is to injure and smear democratic people 1 s organ¬ 
izations, no witness should testify as to matters of political 
opinion, belief or affiliation of himself or anyone else, whether 
the political group under discussion is Democratic, Republican, 
Communist, or other,' When asked concerning these matters, a wit¬ 
ness should state that the only purpose of such an inquiry can be 
to invade constitutional and legally guaranteed rights of privacy 
of political belief and opinion and the secrecy of the polls, and 
that therefore, the witness cannot conscientiously answer such 
questions. Such a statement and refusal to testify might con¬ 
ceivably subject a witness to citation for contempt of the commit¬ 
tee, but it is believed that such citations can be successfully 
resisted, whereas false testimony, no matter tow improper the ques¬ 
tion which brings it forth, may subject the witness to a charge of 
perjury. In general: 

a. No witness can be required to express matters of 
private opinion or political belief or affiliation, 

b. No witness can be required to testify a..? to purely 
heresay matters or matters of opinion. 

c. No witness who is summoned before a hostile commit¬ 
tee, such as the committee under discussion, should appear with¬ 
out first consulting his organization and obtaining and consulting 
competent legal counsel. 

It should be borne In mind that the legislative commit¬ 
tee itself has no power to arrest or punish witnesses and punish¬ 
ment of any kind can be obtained only after conviction by a jur/ 
and pursuant to the regular course of law, 

IV, CONCLUSION. 


The challenge of legislative investigating committees to 
the free exercise of civil liberties must be met and overcome by 
the people in the struggle for improving the American way of life. 
Therefore, individuals should be careful that they do not mis¬ 
takenly or prematurely permit themselves to be found In contempt 
of a legislative committee for a failure to answer a subpoena. 

By reporting all contact with the committee to your union or 




other organization, with a demand that rights he protected, your 
organization will he able, through competent legal counsel, to 
advise you as to what they believe to be the proper course of con- 
duct for you to follow. 

Meanwhile, this advice against Individual action, which may 
result in contempt proceedings, should not be Interpreted to Im¬ 
ply in any way that the committee is legal or that fundamental 
rights of the people are not seriously threatened.

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INVESTIGATING COlilITTKSS and CIVIL HIGtgg 


The last session of the Washington State legislature passed 
House Concurrent Resolution No* 10, setting up an investigating 
committee, for the purpose of investigating and obtaining facts 
concerning individuals and organizations whose activities are con¬ 
sidered by the committee to be "subversive"» 

Everyone should familiarize himself with the nature of the 
particular committee, and with the powers and duties of investigating 
committees in general* 


I # INVESTIGATING COMMITTEES, IN GENERAL, AND THE 
S^ATE OF WASHINGTON INTENT j flA TING OOMMITffigi. 


1 # An investigating committee set up by a legislature, for the 
purpose of determining facts to assist the legislature in writing 
legislation and which acts in good faith, according to established 
procedure and within the defined and limited authority set out in the 
resolution establishing the committee, is a lawful investigating 
committee* 

2. The committee set up by HJU #10 has no defined and limited 
authority, but it is given broad, unlimited authority to isjrestsipJM 
and interpret all facts concerning any individual or group er organiaa- 
tlea whose activities are considered by the committee te be "subversive » 
Fujrther, the resolution setting up the committee a<fodts twit the 
activities which are condemned are those being carried out under the 
protection of the BUI of Rights, which can only mean that the legis¬ 
lature believed it necessary to interfere with the people's constitu¬ 
tional guarantees of freedom of speech, press, religion and the right 
to peacefully petition ths government* It is believed that this makes 
the conduit.tee clearly unconstitutional* 

3 # The Investigating committee set up by H*H# #10, la empowered 
by the resolution to act while the legislature Is not in session* 

There is considerable doubt whether any committee has a lawful right 
to act while the legislature Is not in session, but It is not known 
what our courts mij^it decide en this point* 

4# The resolution attempt? to grant to the conmittee and to the 
courts the right to obtain search warrants without authority of law, 
and the power to demand assistance, information, records and documents 
from all of the various governmental departments and the power to compel 
compliance with its orders by requesting a court injunction* These 
powers can only be granted by statute, and attempts to exercise these

ft. The Coimi ttee Itself 

1. An investigating committee has not power to compel any person 
to appearbefore it^ ^ept in an official session and then only after 

service of a proper subpoena • 

2. No books, records or other documents need be J^tbe 

a proper subpoena has been issued and served, describing in detail the 

books, records, etc., to be produced* 
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3 * Neither the committee nor its agents have any right, without 
permission, to enter any home or organisation, office or meeting 
place, to examine any persons, or documents, or to hold any sessions 
there* The power of any committee in respect to such places is limited 
to the sending of a representative for the purpose of serving a sub¬ 
poena and nothing more * 

4* Generally speaking, members of a legislative committee, in 
carrying out their official duties, are immune from slander and libel 
actions. This immuni ty does not extend to statements issued to the 
press, or broadcasts over the radio, or made elsewhere, when not made 
in the course of a hearing or as part of the official duty* 

B* The subpoena 

1* A subpoena is a written demand, officially made out by a court, 
legislative body or other lawful authority, commanding that person to 
appear before the court or body at a specified time and place,to give 
evidence• 

2* The subpoena must call for an appearance at a session of the 
consnittee or sub-committee • It may not legally call for an appearance 
before an agent of the comnittee* 

3# The witness must be personally handed the subpoena. Service 
by mail, or leaving it at his office is not legal service and does not 
require appearance* 

4 * Sufficient time for allowance of the witness to appear at the 
committee session, or for the production of records must be given. 

Sometimes legislative committee subpoenas call for an appearance 
"forthwith", without designating any particular hour or place for 
appearance. The validity of this kind of subpoena is questionablej 
legal counsel should be immediate3y sought if there is any questions 
in the mind of a person receiving such a subpoena, or advise the oozmiittee 
of a willingness to appear at a time to be arranged* 

"Forthwith" subpoenas have been used, in effect, as warrants of 
arrest, and as warrants fir the seizure of documents • This use is 
illegal* It may be resisted in the same fashion as any other unlawful 
seizure of property or person* 

No exact statement can be made as to what is a reasonable length 
of time to answer a subpoena. In general, however, ary time which is 
insufficient to afford the person subpoenaed opportunity to obtain and 
consult counsel before answering the subpoena is unreasonable* In deal¬ 
ing with a hostile committee, it should be the duty of every witness 
to obtain competent advice before appearing in answer to the subpoena* 
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Any violation by the committee of this rule, nhich deprives a 
person of reasonable time, should be protested first to the committee, 
if possible by communication or wire, received before the time the 
witness is required to appear, and if that is not possible, ty a verbal 
protest to the committee, accompanied by an insistence on an extension 
of tine until counsel can be obtained by the witness* 

5. Docun^nts or records subpoenaed must be listed and described, 
giving definite notice of just ifrat is wanted* Oily documents or 
records so specifically described need be produced, 

6. Necessary expense for personal appearance and transportation 
costs to the place of the committee's session, and maintenance for 
the period the witness is required to stay at the place of hearing, 
must be furnished* Generally speaking, these fees are paid after 

the witness has appeared and testified* They may properly be demanded 
in advance, if the witness does not have available funds for ™<* 8Saxy 
expenditures. You are entitled to a witness fee of at least *2.00 ia 
day and your transportation cost, or mileage in the place where the 
committee is meeting, in advance, but only If you demand th e&* 


7* Only those documents and records which are actually under the 
control of the witness and actually in existence at the time of the 
service of the subpoena and which are pertinent to the inquliy, may 
be properly called for in a subpoena* 


The subpoenaed documents need only be produced at committee or 
sub-committee sessions and are not subject to either preliminary 
examination, or to examination not in the presence of the witness* 


8. A subpoena does not give the person serving it the power, 
under any circumstances, to seize any documents or records; it may 
require only tbit the documents be produced by the witness at the time 
stated in the subpoena* 


9* Objections to any subpoena should be made first to the committee, 
and competent legal advice should be sought. 

10. Since n un—American, or subversive activities committees” are 
invariably hostile to civil rights and democratic procedures, a witness 
will not ordinarily appear voluntarily before such a committee. A 
voluntary appearance should never bo made until after a f ull discussion 
with your organization cr union and the obtaining of competent legal 
advice. Witnesses making voluntary appearances for such committees 
have found that only portions of their testimony, or excerpts of their 
documents are used by the committee, in order that a false or mislead¬

A receipt, preferably itemized in detail, should be obtained from 
the agent, of all documents, if any, delivered. 

2. Participation in investigations is entirely ™^^y, unless 
a proper subpoena has been received, and ary personhaving 
participation, may withdraw from it whenever he pleases. His rafuaal 
t^ continue or to answer ary of the queations, or to produce Wjjg 
documents is entirely lawful and does not subject him to ary possibility 

of lawful punishment# 

3, Ary person volunteering information should insist in advance 
that a stenographic record be taken and that a copy be made available 
to him. Such oonditions are generally acceptedand sometimes rot ful- 
filled, and therefore, volunteering of inforraation will ordinarily be 
strictly a voided. 

Q, Procedure at hearings # 

It has already been pointed out that the witness can only be com¬ 
pelled to appear at official sessions of the committee or sub-committee, 
Md should only testify at Buch dLficial session. The following addi- 
tional facta should be borne in minds 

1. The witness should insist on being represeeted by counsel hut 

to * 2 uto te.tuy .0 that ffourd O-.- »*• g?””* 1 2 - 
he nay confer with counsel at any stage of the hearing, even after each 
question, if he desires. 

2. The strict rules of evidence will not be followed, and^the wit¬ 
ness must answer all questions, except those which are beyond the scope 
of the committee's inquires. Probably most of the questions by this 
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committee "will be improper, but a person should not unnecessarily run 
the risk of a citation for contempt without competent advice • 

3# Documentary evidence should be prepared in advance and 
offered for the record* An organization, for example, should be 
prepared with wirtten statements of its aims, purposes and activities 
and may be prepared to offer copies of its oi'ficial publications. 

4« A witness should not absolutely refuse to testify before the 
committee. In ottier words, when properly subpoenaed and required to 
testily under subpoena, the witness should answer all proper questions 
asked of him. 

In this connection, every witness should bear in mind the oath 
which he takes. *..to tell the truth, the whole truth and nothing but 
the truth." In appearing before a hostile investigating conmittee, a 
witness should answer proper questions asked him, fully, frankly and 
unequivocally. For example, the answer rt I don*t know," may be mislead¬ 
ing or equivocal under certain circumstances, and a witness answering 
under oath that he does not know, when the subject of the question is 
something that is or should be within his knowledge, may subject him 
to a charge of perjury. Perjury is a felony and a most serious 
offense and no witness, under any circumstances whatsoever, should run 
the risk of giving perjured testimony or even testimony that is mis¬ 
leading in such a way that might make possible a complaint of perjury* 

On the other hand, no witness can be required to become a stool- 
pigeon or to disclose private matters concerning political affilia¬ 
tions or beliefs. In the State of Washington, the privacy of political 
franchise is guaranteed by law, and no witness can be compelled to, 
or should testify as to his own political affiliations or those of his 
friends or acquaintances. 

Since the entire purpose of conmittees such as the one under dis- 
cuflion is to injure and smear democratic people’s organisations, no 
witness should testify a3 to matters of political opinion, belief or 
affiliation of himself or anyone else,- whether the political group under 
diwcuasion is Democratic, Republican, Communist, or other. When asked 
concerning these matters, a witness should state that the only purpose 
of such inquiry can be to invade constitutional and legally guaranteed 
rights of privacy or political belief and opinion and the secrecy of 
the pills, and that therefore, the witness cannot conscientiously answer 
such questions* Such a statement and refusal to testify might con¬ 
ceivably subject a witness to citation for contempt of the committee, 
but it to believed that such cititions can be successfully resisted, 
whereas false testimony, no matter how improper the question which brings 
it forth, may subject the witness to a charge of perjury. In generals

An attempt is made to give the committee 
broad, unlimited authority to investigate 
and inteipmt all facta concerning any indi¬ 
vidual, gioiip or organisation whose activi¬ 
ties are considered by the commit tee to be 
“subversive." 

Further tha resolution creating the com¬ 
mittee ndmita that the activities to be in¬ 
vestigated are those guaranteed under the 
Bill ot Right*. This can only mean that the 
i oi. nonary majority In tha legislature is 
arriving to Interfere with the people s consti¬ 
tutional guarantee* of freedom of speech, 
Pro*, religion and the right to peacefully 
irotitlon the government. II U believed by 
many attorneys that this makes the commit¬ 
tee clearly unconstitutional. 

Alao the vegrlutUm oeeM to giant to thn 
committee and to the courts the right to 
obtain search warrants without authority 
of law and the power to demand assistance, 
information, record* and documents from all 
branches of government and the power to 
demand compliance with its orders by re¬ 
questing a court injunction. These powers 
can only be granted by statute ami attempt, 
to exercise them will probably be declared 
unlawful.

5 -Since the entile purpose of the commit¬ 
tee is to injure and smear trade unions 
and other people's organizations, no witness 
need or should testify ng to mailers of poli¬ 
tical opinion, belief or affiliation of himself 
or anyone else whether the political group 
under diuuviion ia the Democratic, Com- 
muntu.

When slaveovmers spoke from the rostrum of the United States Congress and sat in 
the President's chair, only a few brave souls took upon themselves the proud name 
of Abolitionists * They were slandered, stoned and jailed.

Why does the Canwoll group behave in this fashion! Because its aim is to smear its 
political opponents. It does not follow the procedure of justice constitution 
or law because it would be undone. It is itself illegal, unconstitutional, and 
unjust. 

The legislature in Washington consists of members who were elected as candidates of 
the Republican and Democratic parties. Thus they have ^ very lively P*^® 
interest in competing political parties. Yet reactionaries of both parties .
